"Main Street" Title

Washington—President Harding was 


in a soliloquizing mood Wednesday on 
the arduous tasks of the presidency 
as viewed from within and without 
the White house. 


Mr. Harding was discussing news- 


papers, editorial 
criticism 
and the 


executive's job. He had been discuss- 
ing a public question and his reply 
was so aptly phrased that the inquirer 
asked 
permission 
to quote 
the 


president. 


There was a twinkle in Mr. Hard- 


ing's eyes as he explained that a presi- 
dent really shouldn't bo quoted so 
often, that sometimes a phrase or a 
sentence uttered in impromptu conver- 
sation wasn't as well polished as it 
might be or at any rate wasn't always 
grammatically perfect and he 
feared 


the wrath of some of the stylists who 
lately have been picking his utter- 
ances to pieces. 


JOB IS DimsBENT 


There was nothing plaintive about 


Mr. Harding's observation in this con- 
fection. He gave the impression that 
he rather enjoyed the freedom that an 
editorial writer had—saying dust what 
he pleased. And Mr. Harding indulged 
briefly in reminiscences of the days 
when he too was an editorial writer 
and expressed himself with the ut- 
most abandon about public men and 
affairs. But he warned his hearers 
good naturedly that some day if any 
of them happened to be elected to the 
presidential office they would find it a 
vastly different job writing and saying 
things immediately sent broadcast to 
the world for the 
inspection and 


minute criticism of hundreds of mil 
lions of people and writing newspaper 
articles for the consumption of a small 
community like Marion, Ohio. 


Responsibility makes a 
difference. 


And Mr. Harding shows it. He 'ex- 
hibited no impatience with his critics 
but he used the occasion with plendid 
tact to take a fling at some of the 
writers who have been characterizing 
him as "a Main street president" with 
a crude literary style. Mr. Harding 
isn't particularly displeased with the 
references to "Main street." 
If he 


were to disclose his true feelings it 
would appear that Mr. Harding thinks 
it a virtue for the American people oc- 
casionally to select someone for the 
presidency who knows the simplicity 
and matter of fact 
problems of the 


common people of the United States. 


HAS BIG STRUGGLE 


But there was just a touch of pathos 


in the president's observations on his 
critics. He gave the impression of a 
man overwhelmed fcy the awful re- 
,sponsibilities of this era of economic 
reconstruction, a mail torn by the 
conflicting emotions of an agricultural 
west and a manufacturing east inside 
the Republican party, a man who was 
struggling to make headway against 
almost insurmountable obstacles in 
the way of government expenditure— 
and with such a burden on his shoul- 
ders he was not a little hurt that the 
critics should spend their time worry- 
ing about impromptu remarks mado 
by the president in conversation with 
reporters and later sent broadcast ns 
the matured and deliberate utterances 
of a nation's chief executive.

"It seems to me," haid Borah, "that 


the bill ought to provide for the semi- 
annual or at most the annual pay- 
ment of interest, but there are those 
who want to postpone the payment 
even of interest for a 
number of 


years. 


UNJUST TO TAXPAYER 


"This would, in my opinion, be an 


injustice to the American 
taxpayer 


and would have a tendency to lead 
European nations to delay putting 
themselves 
in 
a 
condition 
to 


pay. 
I have no doubt that most of 


the governments owing us can meet 
the interest charges annually. They 
certainly can if they will cut down 
their standing armies and their vast 
equipment. It is hardly just to ask 
the American people by deferring in- 
terest to maintain the huge establish- 
ments of Europe as well as our own. 
This is what we will do unless we in 
sist on collecting the interest rcgu 
larly. 


GERMANY AN EXAMPLE 


"Take Germany as an illustration. 


Germany is called on to pay vast 
sums. We are told Germany is per- 
fectly able to pay and will be forced 
to pay. In addition Germany is com 
pelled to maintain at her expense the 
allied armies on the Rhine, 'if Ger 
many can pay and 
also maintain 


the allied armies it would seem that 
a little economy in the countries ow- 
ing usf would at least enable them 
to pay us the interest. 
"Since the armistice wo have sent 


huge sums to Europe as charity out 
of the federal treasury. 
Still they 


maintain their armies and refuse to 
economize and go to work." 


Borah will lead a considerable group 


of senators in a fight to have the sen- 
ate include in the debt funding bill 
the provision originally included for 
interest 
payments 
semiannually. 


Other senate Republicans Thursday 
resumed the caucus begun Wednesday 
to discuss the party attitude 011 this 
feature of the funding bill.

"Instead of hiring an army of super- 


annuated preachers and former sa- 
loon keepers to overrun the state in 
search of booze hounds, if the legisla- 
ture would place a severe penalty on 
illegal liquor traffic and then see that 
it is rigidly enforced the state could 
be cleaned up inside two months." It 
was Judge A. M. Spencer who said it 
and the tone in which he spoke carried 
conviction. 
"There's no sense in having a whole 
army of prohibition officers trotting 
about the state without accomplishing 
anything. The superannuated preacher 
or the former bartender arms himself 
with a badge and goes out to enforce 
the prohibition laws. Now and then he 
picks up a bottle of "moon" or seizes 
a still but he doesn't besin to touch 
the great mass of liquor traffic which 
goes on right under his nose. 


"Now it's time to stop this sort of 
thing. Right here in Outagamie-co. 
there are 2,000 stills on the job day 
and night and nothing is being clone to 
curb them. The state ou.?ht to make 
it a minimum penalty of three years in 
jail for the person who is found with 
liquor or a still in his possession. Then 
we'd get somewhere with actually en- 
forcing the Severson act. Fines don't 
do any good. Violators arc brought 
into court and we give them the mini- 
mum fine. Then they laugh up their 
sleeves and go right back to toting 
liquor and tending their stills. 


"The reason for this is that there's 


money in it. Why I know one man 
who bought $350 worth of sugar. "With- 
in a few weeks afterward he had sold 
$5,000 worth of booze. It cost him 75 
cents a gallon to make it and he got 
$10 a gallon for it. Moonshine is send- 
ing the people to the bow-wows. The 
stuff they are making and selling isn't 
liquor, it's poison. Something's got to 
be dor»e."

WISCONSIN 


It appears from Washington dispatch- 


es that the administration has consented* 
to an organized attempt to oust Senator 
LaFollette from office and to remove him 
from control of the Eepubliean party in 
Wisconsin. If it is true, it is* the kind 
of political courage that lias been con- 
spicuous by its absence in the councils of 
the Republican party since the final ef- 
forts of Theodore Roosevelt to commit it 
to trays of righteousness. 


The party servility which has not 


merely tolerated Mr. LaFollette. but 
•which has bowed down before him all the 
•while he has held Wisconsin in the hollow 
of his hand, is identical with that which 
•welcomed Truman Newberry into the 
United States senate with his 8250.000 
credentials. 


It seems that some of our readers did 


Hot gather the real meaning of an. edi- 
torial which appeared in these columns 
recently on the subject of Mr. LaFollette. 
The senator himself would have a shrewd- 
er eye in estimating its 
significance. 


The 'editorial to which we have re- 
ferred was of course purely an indictment 
of the Republican, party. This newspa- 
per has no more in common with Mr. La 
Pollette than it has had in previous years. 


The trouble with Wisconsin Repub- 


licanism is that it prefers LaFollette. the 
Non-Partisan League and any sort of ra- 
dicalism to an honest assertion of courage 
and conviction. It is so saturated with 
partisanship that rather than see a Demo- 
crat elected to office, or a Republican of a 
certain faction, it turns the state over to 
the isms and class hatred of the LaFol- 
lette group. The so-called vregular" Re- 
publicans now 'clamoring against the sen- 
ior senator are the very ones- who have 
perpetuated his power. The "regulars"' 
who place party above citizenship re- 
turned Mr. LaFollette to office in 1916 
and rejected Mr. Wilcox for governor a 
year and a half ago. " There is not a 
"regular" Republican in the state who 
has a right to complain of Mr. LaFol- 
lette's control of the political organiza- 
tion or of his hold on the senatorship. 
It is 'the "regulars" who have kept him 


f 
where he is. 


Mr. LaFollette is exactly what we 


have said of him, the ''heart and soul" 
of the Republican party in "Wisconsin. 
This is a country of majority rule. 
Mr. 


LaFollette has the majority, therefore he 
represents the Republican party in this 
state. He is the heart and soul of the par- 
ty because thousands of Republicans who 
outwardly profess to be shocked at his 
record and what he stands for rally to his 
standard on election day. Time and a?ain 
they have had opportunity to retire him 
to private life or to break his hold ou the 
politics of the state, but each time they 
have blmt their eyes to the opportunity 
and "voted the ticket straight.1' Perhaps 
these gentlemen may re*call that in 
1916 Mr. La Follette was up for re-elec- 
tion and that lie received at the hands of 
the Republicans of this state a majority 
over Wolfe 01' 116,000. 
Where were 


the orthodox Republicans on that elec- 
tion day ? In the booth of course, flock- 
ing to LaFollette's support for fear a 
Democrat might be elected to the senate. 
And they gave LaFollette 20,000 more 
votes than they gave Philipp for governor, 
yet they now assume to challenge Mr. 
LaFollette's leadership and embodiment 
of the Republican party. How absurd! 


Let us take a shorter trip, back to the 


election of 1920. Mr. Lenroot was the 
candidate of the "regulars", and Mr. 
Thompson was LaFollette's candidate-. 
On the face of things regularity won, but 
regularity did not elect Lenroot. Had it 
not been for Democratic support. Lenroot 
•would have been badly beaten by Thomp- 
son. 
At least 60.000, and probably 


80,000, Democrats in that election voted 
for Lenroot. otherwise La Follette's can- 
didate would have been swept into ofiicc 
by a good majority. The returns prove 


Kdnsch, the Democratic nominee, was the 
ablest candidate on that ticket in many, 
many years, ho received 45,000 votes less 
than wore given Wolfe and 100,000 less 
than were given "Wilson in 1916, when a 
comparatively light vote was polled. 
Reinsert *s total vote M~US less than 90.000 
out of 700.000 votes cast, a record for 
Wisconsin. 
Even Cox for president, a 


far weaker candidate than Reiusch, led 
the latter by 25.000 votes, so it is clear 
the Democrats saved the day for Lenroot. 


In this same election LaFollette's can- 


didate for governor. Mr. Blame, was 
elected. 
The super-regulars, by knifing 


Wile-ox and bringing out a hopeless third 
candidate, made it easy for Blame to cap- 
ture the Republican label. 
Having cap- 


tured the label, was there any effort by 
the regulars to defeat him * Not that any- 
body could notice. The party label and 
regularity 
are synoymous. 
Anything 


tinder the former "goes" with the latter. 
Not only was Elaine the LaFollette can- 
didate, he was the nominee of the Non- 
Partisan League and stood on that plat- 
form "with both feet.'' He was opposed 
by McCoy, a colonel in the United States 
army who fought with distinction on the

proper work. In actual practice it is seldom if ev- 
er true that the eating of wheat bran does any 
harm whatever.

fish.
